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The continued high price of silver, lead and copper is 
about to have its good effect upon this camp, and the pres- 
ent indications are that some of the mines in the Winder- 
mere district will now open up and ore shipping be started 
once more. 

The mine owners are beginning to realize that it will 
no longer pay them to wait for the building of the railway 
through the valley, when the metal market prices continue 
high and steady—much as a railway means to the ultimate 
success of mining in this country. 

One of the owners of the Black Diamond remarked to 
The Outcrop the other day: 

“We are going to ship out at least one hundred tons of 
the Diamond ore and as much more as we can before 
navigation closes next fall, and find out exactly what the 
ore is worth. There is one thing certain about it, and that 
is, that if it won’t pay us to ship it nvw it never will.” 

Some mining men reason that by waiting for the rail- 
way they may only be losing now what they may gain in 
freight by waiting, and believe that now when the market 
quotations are good is the time to ship ore; and it must be 
admitted that their reasoning is good logic, and high grade 
properties should now become heavy shippers. 

It is also argued that even the owners of low grade 
properties may find it advantageous to carefully sort over 
their ore and ship it now, as with the present high prices 
for silver and lead it is quite possible they may prove to be 
the gainers thereby eventually. Even taking into consid- 
eration that a year or two hence they may be able to con- 
centrate or even smelt their ores at or near the mines and 
have all the other advantages of railway facilities, who can 
say that more will be realized from the ore then, than can 
This is the 
It is possible, 


be realize now under existing conditions? 
question some mining men are asking. 
and not improbable, that the value of the metal contents 
of the ore may depreciate to a figure equal—or even less— 
to the price that can now be realized. Then, too, there is 
the opportunity of getting early returns on the capital 
invested and also of further developing the properties; 
which are two things of paramount interest to all mining 
ventures, and whici, no doubt, are being considered more 
than all other points in re-opening the mines. 

The actual amount to be saved on ore in freight rates, 
when the railway is built, will really amount to very little 
over the present rates by boat, and if the river was naviga- 
able the whole year the advantages would perhaps be 
about equally divided. So that while the raarket quota- 
tions remains steady and much higher than when te mines 
were being operated before, there is ample reasun for the 
mines being re-opened now. 

As has been remarked many times, had the building of 
the railway never been heard of this country would have 
advanced much more rapidly the past two or three years, 
Kspecially would this have been the case with regard to 
our mining interests, for then development would have 
been carried on steadily and no doubt the present trans- 
portation facilities would have also been greatly improved 
But with the railway promises held out the mives were 
_ justified in curtailing expenses and the navigation im- 
provements were not to be expected, in fact the largest 
steamer on the river had to be tied-up. 

However, it is not to be expected that if the mines all 
do start work this seasun the results in shipping ore will 
amount to any great amount, for that would be next to 
impossible under the conditions to be contended with; as 
the locations of most of the ‘mines are some distance up 
the creeks and it is usually much cheaper to take the ore 
out in the winter over the snow. 

To what extent ore will be shipped this season it is 
impossible to estimate at present, but it is known that it ie 
the intention to ship ore from five different properties and 
that nine properties will be working, while there is every 
prospect of several others starting. his will undoubtedly 
make a great difference to every line of business throughout 
the district and should encourage other mine owners to do! 
sumething. Then, if railway construction is continued) 
atthe present rate this will be as lively a camp as there) 
will be found in B.C. before fall,
